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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-24, 27, and 29-41 are pending. Claims 1, 8, 9, 12, 15, 16, 19, 20, 24, 27, 31, 
33, and 35 are currently amended. Claims 25, 26, and 28 are cancelled. Claims 36-41 
are new. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 41 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. As per claim 41 , such claimed computer 
programs do not define any structural and functional interrelationships between the 
computer program and other claimed aspects of the invention which permit the 
computer program's functionality to be realized. Since a program itself is not a process, 
without the computer-readable storage medium needed to realize the computer 
program's functionally. In contrast, a claimed computer-readable storage medium 
encoded with a computer program defines structural and functional interrelationships 
between the computer program and the medium which permit the computer program's 
functionality to be realized, and is thus statutory. Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 31 
USPQ2d at 1760. In re Sarkar, 588 F.2d 1330, 1333, 200 USPQ 132, 137 (CCPA 
1978). See MPEP 2106(IV)(B)(1)(a).

The method further includes determining, 
based on the information, in the second controller that the user equipment supports a 
second protocol other than a first protocol. The method also includes removing the 
information from the request for registration in the second controller, including in the 
request for registration an indication that the second protocol is used by the user 
equipment and forwarding the request for registration including said indication to the 
serving controller, and sending a challenge in accordance with the second protocol from 
the serving controller to the user equipment via the second controller.
